The Diocese of Pennsylvania has played a vital part in the 


historical development of the Episcopal Church in our country. 


The story of the founding of the Diocese is the story of Bishop 
White. He is a Builder of the Kingdom of whom we should be justly 
proud. 


In 1784, when rector of Christ Church and St. Peter's Church, 
he called the meetings, which led to the formation of the Diocese and 
the first General Convention. He was also the guiding spirit in 
revising the American Prayer Dook. In 1814 he and his assistants 


started the first Sunday school. 


The story of our Diocese is closely tied up with the story of our 
nation. Many of the signers of the Declaration of Independence 
were members of the Church. Bishop White was the chaplain of the 
first Continental Congress. His ministry of 66 years was surpassingly 


full of good works for Church, City and Nation. 


A. pilgrimage to Old Christ Church, 2nd above Market Street, 
greatly helps us to see and understand more of the history of our 
Diocese. Since 1695 this earliest sanctuary of our English Church 
in Pennsylvania has influenced and inspired us. The present Church 
building, erected in 1727, gives us a fine example of colonial archi- 
tecture. In it we may see George Washington's pew, read the story 
of the Church in its lovely windows, and also see the graves, tablets 


and other relics of great historical interest.
